Having obtained 
tho king's permission he departed, from Per- 
sia, and having crossed barren deserts he 
found himself at last in bis own native city 
of Jerusalem which had been almost dos 
troved. He sel hiniEert lo encourage the 
people, and to rebuild Hie walls of Ihe city. 
With great effort, the walls of the city were 
rebuilt, tbe people were gathered together, 
and the laws were read to Ibem, the city was 
organized to the service of God.

The funda- 
mental and statutory law of this town does 
not binder any man from drinking liquor, but 
It does forbid him to sell it. Th« law recog- 
ni7i» ih«t the lale-of dangerous article* may 
be regulated. Now 1 appeal to everyone heia 
to night for an honest and sincere answer to 
this question : Docs not the sale of liquors In 
this country work incalculably more Injury 
lhan does either thn sale of gunpowder, nltro 
glycerine, dynamite, e'.c. >Vo all know this 
to be true by what we have seen and heard.
